I refer to Mr. L. M. C. Smith's. memorandum to me dated June 28, 
1943, which reviews the history, development, and meaning of the Special. 
Case work and of the danger classifications that were made as a part of 
that work. 


After full re-consideration of these individual danger classifica- 


“tions, I am satisfied that they serve no useful purpose. The detention 


of alien. enemies is being dealt with under the procedures established 

by the Alien Enemy Control Unit. The Special Case procedure has been 
found to.be valueless and is not used in that connection. There is no 
statutory authorization or other present justification for keeping a 
"custodial detention" list of citizens. The Department fulfills its 
proper functions. by investigating the activities of persons who may have 
violated the law.. It is not aided in this work by classifying persons 
as to dangerousness. 


Apart from these general considerations, it is now clear’ to me that 


‘this classification system is inherently unreliable. The evidence used 


for the purpose of making the classifications was inadequate; the stand- 
ards applied to the evidence for the purpose of making the classifica- 


' tions were defective; and finally, the notion that it is possible to 


make a valid determination as to how dangerous a person is in the ab- 
stract and without reference to time, environment, and other relevant 
circumstances, is impractical, unwise, and dangerous. . 


For the foregoing reasons I am satisified that the adoption of this 
classification system was a mistake that should be rectified’for the 
future. Accordingly, I direct that the classifications heretofore made 
should not be regarded as classifications of dangerousness or as a 
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a ' determination of fact in any sense. In the future, they should 
. not be used for any purpose whatsoever. Questions raised as to 
the status or activities of a particular person should be dis- ime : 
posed of by consideration of all available information, but ‘ 
without reference to any classification heretofore made.

A copy, of this memorandum should ‘be placed in the file 
of each person who has hitherto been given a classification. In 
addition, each card upon which a classification appears, should be 
stamped with the following language: 


"THIS CLASSIFICATION IS UNRELIABLE. IT IS 
HEREBY CANCELLED, AND SHOULD NOT BE USED 

AS A DETERMINATION OF DANGEROUSNESS OR OF 

ANY OTHER FACT. (SEE MEMORANDUM OF JULY 16, '

Two of these enclosures were press releases, one written in hand (presum- 
ably by the gabject) and the other typewritten. The first refers to the 
action of the District Attorney in increasing RUBIN's bail by $3000.00 on 
an “obviously false charge is clear proof that what is going on is simply 
prosecutim of a minority party because its program -- objection to the 
administration involving us in war and objection to conscription, or so- 
cialization of the munitims factories or the House of Morgan, and for more 
relief to the unemployed.and the poor farmer -~ is distasteful to the forces 
which District Attorney Marks represents." This statement concluded with an 
accusation that the motive of District Attorney MARKS was to confine RUBIN 
to jail thus preventing the Communist Party program from being brought to the 
people of Berks County.

‘The typewritten enclosure declares that "The go-called investigation of the 
Communist Party petition by District Attorney Marks is in line with the Roose- 
velt administration's policy folloaved by local Democratic Party administra-— 


- tions and is designed to crush the Communist Party's and the people's oppo- 


sitio to their policy of conscription and war mongeringe Our Party plat- 
form is definitely against conscription, for keeping American out of war, or 
in socialization of the munitions factories, and for the appropriation of 
funds which are going to the profiteers to be used for the relief and poor 
farmer. That is why the Capitalist Party and their party stooges like Jas. 


Marks have started this campaign all over the country —- to prevent the 


people from learning what our program really is and to prevent them from 
‘organizing themselves for peace and security." This article concludes with 
the statementi- "We believe the good people of Berks County have guts enough . 
to resent and object to Marks! Nazi-like disregard of civil liberties in Berks’ 
County". 


Referenced letter reflects that these statements had been given to the press 
in Redding during the time of the subject's incarceration prior to trial. 


The third enclosure is a reprint from the Congressional Record and incorpor- 
ates a speech of the Honorable GUY L. MGSER of Pennsylvania in the House of 
Representatives on Friday, June 16, 1939 in which Representative MOSER states 
that on May 11, 1939 hearings before the Subcommittee on Appropriations, he 
heard sworn testimony of that committee's investigator, to the effect that in 
a meeting of the Workers Alliance in Reading, Pennsylvania on May 9, a resolution 
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was offered, discussed, and advocated by one BEN RUBENS, whose purpose was 
to effect adoptim of his plot to resort. to physical force, if necessary, | 
to remove and take me away from the speaker's platform if he appeared in Read~ 
ing on May 13 at the Corner-stone laying of the new post office in that city. 
However, this investigator reported that the Alliance members agreed only to 
picket the ceremonies in protest at his failure to accede to their demands to 
vote the unnecessary increased appropriation. Representative MOSER contin-— 
ued:~ ‘As for Ben Rubens, I never heard his name mentioned before I heard 
it as the arch conspirator advocating this plot. I-have taken time to in- 
quire into his background, if any is known. My information is tmt he isa 
comparative stranger in my district and is reputed to be a deserter from the 
Loyalist Armies in Spain'.. 


Another excerpt from the Congressimal Record by Representative MOSER in the 
House of Representatives on Thursday, November 2, 1939 is as follovs:- "Most 
amazing of?all was the disintegration of this traditionally patrictic back- 
geound (in Berks County) to a degree when a deserter from tha Loyalist Arny 
in Spain could boldly enter and in his Comnunistic environs, as blatantly, as 
rashly, advocate the kidnapping of the Congressman for refusal to bow to the 
Workers Alliance's mandates and blackmailing threats of being held personally 
responsible if the Congressman did not vote for the appropriation of the tax- 
payers' money as these racketeers and rowdies demanded",

. With reference to the so-called revoking of a passport at the instance 
of the “Bureau's representative in Paris, this allegation. is absolutely untrue. 
A check of the Bureau files has failed to identify the case in question which, 
if true, has not been called to the Bureau's attention by the State Department. 
Mr. Jack Neal of the State Department made a very careful search at the Passport 
Division of the State Department without effecting an identification of the case 
cited. The State Department is attempting to run thiscallegation out, and nave AQ 
sent an instruction to Paris asking the U. S. Embassy if they can identify a 
case where a passport had been revoked ‘of a representative of the American 
Veterans Committee, Paris Chapter. As soon as a reply is received by the 
State Department from abroad, you will be informed of the information developed.
